One  of  the  things  that  the  American  people  have  had  the  most  trouble 
getting  through  their  he.v.ds  is  the  fact  this  vfar  is  a  whole  lot  more  th.an 
just  a  fracas  between  the  United  .States  and  some  nations  called  Germany, 
Italy  and  Japan.  The  sacrifices  and  hardships  v;o»ve  had  to  face  here 
are  about  as  severe  in  comparison  v/ith  v/hat  our  allies -in-arms  are  bearing 
up  under  as  a  hangnail  is  to  an  amputated  leg.  For  us,  it»s  only  the 
bcginnixig.   There's  a  tendency  to  forget  that  America  is  one  of  28 
United  Nations  -  and  a  relative  newcomer  to  this  business  of  global  con- 
flict. America  alone  can't  win  this  v/ar.  iioither  can  any  other  nation, 
siiiglehanded.   It's  going  to  take  the  combined  efforts  of  all  democracies, 
pledged  together  in  a  common  figlit  -  and  all  believing  in  the  inherent 
equality  of  mankind.   Som.e  of  these  nations  have  men,  others  productive 
ability,  some  possess  strategic  geographical  locations,  all  must  have 
spirit  and  dcterm^laticn  not  only  to  dare  but  to  vj-ithstand  increasing 
hardsliips  as  v;ell. 

The  Am.erican  people  v/ho  look  to  radio  for  their  guidance  are  sadly  in 
need  of  facts  on  the  contributions  and  sacrifices  of  otlier  United  Nations 
Tv'ho  carry  on  our  fight  oven  more  than  xre  -  thus  far  -  do  theirs.  And, 
mindful  of  this  need,  the  Office  of  ''.'far  Infon-nation  has  this  week  announced 
one  of  the  most  salient  campaigns  ever  to  enlist  the  help  of  broadcasters. 
By  now  most  of  you  should  have  received  a  wire  from  ■'Till iam  B.  Leviris,  Chief 
of  the  OWI's  Radio  Bureau,  outlining  the  plan.  A  complete  presentation  is 
following  by  mrdl. 

TIERS 'S  Em   IT  WORKS  ** 

The  idea,  briefly,  is  to  furnish  stations  vdth  a  series  of  43  spot 
aimouncements ,  cacli  rmming  one  minute  and  vrrittcn  to  put  over  with  concise 
impact  littlc-kncvm  facts  o.bout  14  of  the  leading  United  Nations.  The 
actual  announcements  will  be  voiced  by  popular  ncv/s  comiaentators  like 
fl.  v.  Kaltonborn,  ■.'illiain  Shiror,  Gabriel  Hcatter,  Vfaltor  Winchell, 
Raymond  Clapper,  John  Gunthcr,  Jolin  VT.  Vandercook,  Earl  Godwin,  Lowell  Thomas, 
Raymond  Gro.m  Swing,  and  Pearl  Buck. 

Stations  are  being  asked  to  scliedulo  these  spots  six  consecutive  vroeks 
(from  September  14  to  October  26),  using  ten  each  day,  every  day.  Tliey 
can  bo  run  during  periods  regularly  given  over  to  one-minute  spots,  or  in 
coraraeroial,  as  \rcll   as,  sustaining  shovrs.   The  big  thing  is  to  got  them  on 
the  air,  .-.nd  if  you  thinJc  yoti  co.n  handle  more  than  ton-a-dajr  without  creating 
audience  fatigue  -  go  to  it. 

The  O'.'.'I  has  only  one  v/arning.   In  sponsored  shews,  don't  place  the 
spot  di;ring  the  actual  coiiimercial  program.   Instead,  asl:  the  sponsor  for 
the  use  of  a  minute  fore  or  aft  of  his  regular  show.  It's  quite  cricket  to 
mention  that  he's  a  patriotic  chap  who's  turning  over  a  fVill  minute  of  his 
ra  air-time  to  pcrm.it  the  broadcasting  of  an  important  message  from  the 
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United  States  GovorTiraent. 

The  value  of  this  campaign  has  "boon  clearly  stated  in  the  memo  from 
Bill  Levriis  to  stations.   Said  ho:  "I  need  not  stress  the  imi^ortance  of 
acquainting;:;  tno  American  public  r:ith  tb.e  true  facts  about  the  United 
nations.   It  is  obvious  that  for  complete  unity  of  effort  hy   our  people, 
every  iunerican  should  be  complotely  i:iformod  on  the  cojitributions  of  every 
mcmbor  of  the  United  Nations." 

Vjhcther  it  be  necessary  or  not  to  stress  the  importance,  the  BVC  is 
still  Goinf-;  to  be  brash  enough  to  do  so»  To  you*  Right  here  and  ii.ov/* 
Give  it  all  you  can,  and  vrc'll  bo  waiting  to  hear  about  the  results. 

FOR  m,   &  ms,   CITIZEIM  ** 

Speaking  about  things  going  out  to  stations,  xto  undcrstar.d  that  the 
OiiO  is  also  distributing  to  all  broadcasters  advance  copies  of  a  new 
50-pago  booklet  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense. 
This  is  a  maimal  for  all  civilio.ns,  called  "i.'hat  Can  I  Do"  -  which,  aside 
from  the  fact  that  it  blandly  ignores  p\itting  a  question  mark  after  aia 
obvious  question  -  is  a  very  neat  Job.   Its  eight  chapters  (and  appendix) 
cover  all  phases  of  civilian  participation  in  the  var. 

The  OCD  has  had  5,000,000  copies  of  this  opus  printed  up  and  is  novr 
sending  quotas  to  all  its  civilian  defense  councils  across  the  nation. 
Your  local  group  should  receive  its  share  by  September  1.  Anyhow,  radio  is 
being  asked  to  tell  the  people  about  this  hcxndbook  for  vrar,  urging  them  to 
got  copies  and  soak  up  the  things  it  has  to  say.  /md  a  good  idea  it  is,  too. 

Yifc  suggest  yoii  check  your  looal  defense  council  first  to  iitako  sure 
that  its  shipment  of  "hQiat  Can  I  Do''  has  definitely  arrived  and  is  ready 
to  be  distributed.   Then,  when  ;;'0U  mention  the  booklet  on  the  air,  be 
precise  in  your  instructions  about  where  listeners  should  go  to  got  their 
copies . 

Incidentally,  plugging  this  OCD  l.-ooklet  has  been  given  a  double-A 
priority_  rating  on  the  O.JI's  "Radio  .far  Guide."  ,- 

STRAIGrlT  FROM  CAPITOL  HILL  ** 

We  loarn  from,  the  Navy  -  the  same  Navy  that's  been  uiaking  life  hideous 
for  Hirohito  -  that  its  no'v"/  recruiting  approach  via  the  transcribed  voices 
of  the  nation's  Congressmen  and  Sono/bors  is  proceeding  nicely.  The  plan, 
which  has  the  overwhelming  support  of  all  the  lai\rmakers,  calls  for  quarter- 
hour  talks  on  v/ax  by  individual  Representatives  or  Senators  that  are  then 
sent  to  all  stations  in  the  district  or  state  from  v-rhich  the  particular 
gentlemen  hail. 

It's  non-political,  of  course,  even  thougli  this  is  a  season  when 
elections  mean  as  much  to  our  legislators  as  a  June  Prom  does  to  the  belle 
of  the  senior  class.  The  gentlemen  from  New  Ham.pshire,  Kentucky,  Idaho, 
Texas  and  the  other  44  states  discourse  -  via  these  transcriptions  -  to 
their  constituents  back  homiO  on  the  merits  of  joining  the  Navy.  The  actvial 
talk  runs  13>i-  minutes,  leo.ving  time  for  local  stations  to  insert  their  omi 
opening  and  close.   The  shov/s  ha.ve  a  sharp  neighborhood  slant,  and  the  Navy 
supplies  factual  background  material  for  every  individual  talk  -  things 


like  enlistiiient  fi glares  from  each  state  or  district,  or  hero  stories  about 
local  men  now  serving  in  the  Navy*   To  our  way  of  sizing  it  up,  this  is 
one  of  the  most  specialized  service  jobs  being  offered  to  the. individual 
broadcaster. 

And  -  we  repeat  -  there's  no  reference  to  those  upcoming  elections  or 
sly  hints  that  I 'm-the-guy-you-oughta-voto-for.  It's  a  straight  pajbriotlc 
appeal,  and  good  radio  besides. 

The  project  calls  -  so  the  I'Javy  informs  us  -  for  the  making  of  more 
than  3,000  records.  Al  transcriptions  arc  cut  right  on  Capitol  Kill. 
More  than  500  different  legislators  arc  involved,  incidentally,  and 
obviously  the  whole  project  can't  be  whipped  off  on  a  quiet  afternoon. 
If  you  haven't  received  a  tr:inscriptic^n  from  the  Uavy  yet,  bo  patient.   It'll 
be  along  in  a  day  or  a  vrcek  or  so. 

m   SHORTAGE  OF  FAKHRS  ** 

War,  unfortunately,  inspires  a  lot  of  rackets.  WGAR  calls  our 
attention  to  one  that  reared  its  head  in  Cleveland  and  might  viToll  be 
duplicated  any  other  place  in  the  country.   It  scorns  the  other  day  an  un- 
assuming envelope  reached  the  program  director's  desk  containing  a  scries 
of  announcem.onts  for  a  local  "vocational  bureau".   These  urged  that  people 
v/ho  wanted  to  get  into  v/ar  jobs  should  cail  a  certain  telephone  nurabcr. 

The  announcement  vv-as  pretty  specific  and  official-looking.  It  listed 
jobs  available  and  the  am.ount  of  money  they'd  pay.  Bi,;t  investigation 
shov7»d  that  the  "vocational  bureau''  was  nothing  more  than  a  covimcrcial 
employ-ment  agency  which,  after  finding  jobs  for  applicants,  then  took  a 
percentage  bite  out  of  the  first  mtnath's  salarj/^. 

Obviously  the  promoters  of  this  project  hoped  that  tlicir  announcements 
would  bo  confused  with  sir.ular  spots  from  the  U.  £•  Employment  Gervicc, 
Civil  Servico,  or  the  State  Employment  Office.  Most  stations  handle  a 
flock  of  announcoments  daily,  and  such  a  mix-up  isn't  hard  to  imagine. 

We  hardly  need  to  add  tliat  the  broadcasting  industry  isn't  giving  its 
valuable  services  for  free  to  anybody  -  except  Uncle  Sam,  or  some  other 
worthy  natter.  I'Mrtherm.ore,  it  all  com.es  dovra  to  the  fundamental  bedrock 
of  good  sense  that  you  shouldn't  put  aruiouncemcnts  -  comj.acrcial  or  other- 
^;iso  -  over  your  kilocycles  milcss  you're  plenty  sure  about  their  origin. 

THE  MAILWJJ'G  OUE._  FRIBirD  ** 

Vifo  get  quite  a  little  -aail  in  the  course  of  a  week.  Some  of  it 
is  very  good  but  entirely  local  and  would  not  fit  anyirhere  else.   Then  there's 
a  number  of  letters  -iron   stations  tolling  us  sovae  of  the  things  they've 
been  up  to  in  helping  the  v.-ar  effort.   It's  good  to  get  those.  Each 
sentence  is  read  and  v/cighed. 

UrJ'ortunately  v/c  can't  give  a  plug  to  everybody  who's  doing  cor.u.iendable 
work.  iTe  just  try  to  include  stories  about  stations  that  Avill  bo  generally 
helpful  -  not  forgetting  that  the  little  fellovir  has  as  big  a  stake  in  this 
vmr  as  the  chrora.um-trivmed  network.  "lYc  look  for  prograT.i  ideas  that  aren't 
too  obvious  i  and  yet  which  could  be  adapted  by  other  broadcasters  to  r.eet

The  other  day  q^   lottor  qajno  fron  KVOA  ftt  Si  loan  Springs  -  which  is  in 
Arkn,n«as  vith  5^000  wcitts*  l|ma£;gor  Stonn  ^^Vhaley  gt;ve  us  his  franlc  rc- 
nctlons  to  the  idea  of  radio  stations  soiling  V/q,r  Bonds  tvs  authorized  agents. 
He  told  u*  his  looalljod  problons^  cuid  v/hat  had  boon  done  to  ovcrconc  then. 
It  rxdccs  interesting,  helpful  reading^ 

"I  filed,"  ho  said  (talking  about  Bond  roloaaes  fron  the  Treasury) 
"all  the  material  that  wo  wore  8cnt  in  the  upper  right  hand  dravrc^r  of  ny 
desk  and  alnost  daily  pulled  it  all  out*  pondered  a  greater  or  loss 
length  of  tine,  and  then  replaced  it*  Hoviover*  in  the  last  few  days,  it 
has  finally  beaten  through  ny  brain  that  there  is  sono  advantage  to  a 
radio  station  selling  Bonds  directly  beyond  what  ^vas  to  us  the  v/cakcst 
possible  argument  -  the  fact  tho.t  radio  stations  stay  open  longer  hours 
than  other  business  plovoes.  V/o  are  a  daytino  station  and  our  hours  nearly 
coincide  -with  those  of  every  grocery  store  and  besides  that  our  studio  and 
transrdttcr  are  both  located  a  niee  distance  frov.i.  tovm»" 

"Here's  v/hat  vro*re  doing.  Y/o  havo  divided  our  staff  of  announcers, 
operators  and  niscellanoous  personnel  into  tv7o  jproups.  Vfc  call  then  the 
♦Dairjnncn'  and  'Poultrynon*  in  honor  of  thenost  inportant  occupations  in 
our  area,  rfc^ro   letting,  the  sides  havo  pretty  r.vch  free  rein  and  they're 
getting  off  to  a  good  start.  One  thin^,  it's  certainly  naking  our 
listeners  conscious  of  War  Bonds  because  we're  spending  plenty  of  tine  on 
the  air  plugging  our  contest  o.nd,  as  a  oonsequoncc.  War  Bonds.  Vfe'll 
lot  you  know  hear  the  contest  progresses,  and  hov;  nany  Bonds  we  arc  able  to 
sell." 

ScoMs  tc  us  like  there's  the  nucleus  of  a  good  stunt  there,  even  for 
places  far  bigger  than  Siloan  Springs.  Conpetition  betivocn  radio 
personalities  is  always  a  good  interest  builder.  Or  pit  your  announcers 
against  your  engineers.  A  little  nental  elbow  grease  along  "tliis  line  and 
you  Liight  work  up  a  gratifying  ai.iount  of  local  attention.  Also  sell  soi,\e 
War  Bonds,

ConTusion  socns  to  havo  cropped  up  in  a  fev/  scattered  localities 
about  those  Victory  Food  Specials  tlmt  the  Dcpartnent  of  Agriculture  is 
pushing  in  the  narkets  of  the  land.  Purpose  of  this  Drive,  you'll  recall, 
is  to  get  housewives  buying  foods  that  vro  have  plenty  of,  so  that  other 
kinds,  suitable  for  shipping  to  our  arncd  forces  and  United  Ilations  allies, 
nay  be  available  i:-:  nj.iplc  quantities. 

The  syiabol  used  to  indicate  a  Victory  Food  Special  in  stores  is  a 
printed  card,  depicting  a  nouth-watcring  narkct  basket  filled  vdth  produce, 
over  "vThich  is  printed  a  largo  letter  "V".   It's  only  a  card,  folks.  Really, 
it  is.   The  grocer  sticks  it  on  the  food  that  the  Dcpartnent  of  Agriculture 
designates  fron  tine  to  tine  as  being  a  "Victory  Special."   There's  no 
actual  narket  basket  being  placed  on  display  at  food  stores.  Anyone  mth 
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visions   oi?  a  supor-bfirgain  -  carrots,    liria  boans,   .i  sirloin  stoak,    and  ten 
pounds   of  potatooG,    all.  for  .^9  cents   and  packed  in  a  nice  vrooden  -niarkot 
basket   is   dreaming  vip  the  ■wrong  alley, 

Bclievp  us,   the  matter's    quite   siraplot      Don't  make   it  hard   if  it   isn*t» 
The   "Victory"   market  basket   is    just  a  colorful  and  somewhat   indigestible 
piece   of   cardboard. 

LETTKIiS  J Y_  "V-IAA.IL"    *'* 

One  of  tlie  big  troubles  about  sending  miiil  to  our  armed  men  overseas 
is  the  fact  that  it  adds  up  to  an  alarming  amount  of  tonnage.   Transportation 
is  at  best  uncertain,  and  every  G\j.bic  yard  of  cargo  space  needed  for  half 
a  dozen  vital  purposes*  On  the  other  hand,  mail  is  important  too.  Fighting 
men  don't  fight  so  \Tell  if  they''ro  vrorriod  about  vihat's  going  on  at  home,  and 
why  somobodj'-  hasn't  vjritten  them. 

To  ansvrcr  this  problem,  the  U,  S,  Army  has  borrov/ed  a  loaf  from  the 
book  of  British  v/ar  experiences  and  now  urges  that  all  such  comr.Tunication:j 
be  sent  by  "V-I/hil",  The  chances  arc  that  personally  ^'ou've  heard  about 
it  because  -  as  a  progressive  broadcaster  -  you  road  all  the  latest  papers 
and  periodicals  so  as  to  keep  up  with  your  vxartime  obligations,  Vic   trust. 

It's  equally  likely  that  a  great  many  of  your  listeners  don't  laioxv 
anything  at  all  C'.bout  "V-Mail".   It's  a  method  by  vi/hich  letters  from  home 
are  photographed  on  IG  mm,  film  -  about  as  vridc   as  your  fingernail  ~  i.nd 
shipped  (via  air  or  other  expedient  moans)  to  their  overseas  destination. 
There,  a  copying  device  enlarges  t}iom  into  a  size  suitable  for  delivery  to 
the  individual  addressee* 

The  Army  is  interested  in  getting  everyone  who'  writes  letters  to  men 
overseas  to  use  a  special  "V-Mail"  blanlc  that's  been  developed.  This 
"V-Mail"  form  is  the  only  process  that  can  be  photographed  and  since  all 
letters  arc  of  uniform,  size,  it  speeds  up  the  photographing  and  insures 
smftcr  handling  of  mail  to  Am.erican  soldiers.  The  blanl:s  -may  be  obtained, 
frooj  at  any  post  office  or  from  any  rural  route  carrier  and,  before  long, 
from  a  number  of  departr.ient  and  retail  storos,  possibly  at  a  rainimum  charge. 

Pass  the  \-;ord  along  to  your  listeners.   It  helps  then  and  it  helps 
the  Anay,
